The law required that minor

The 
five obtained enough petition 
signatures, but did not get 
enough endorsement votes. 


U.S. District Court Judge 
Ralph Guy and Sixth U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals Judge A1 
Engel said the requirem ents 
violated the parties’ rights to 
due process. Before the new law 
was passed, parties had only to 
gather a certain number of pe­ 
tition signatures to qualify for 
the ballot.

But U.S. District Court Judge 
John Feikens, who disssented, 
said less drastic means could be 
used to avoid ballot overcrowd­ 
ing. 


He said testimony in court did 
not support the idea that the 
primary is better or as good a 
way of measuring community 
support of a party as are peti- 
Uon signatures. 


WASHINGTON - We talk 
about unemployment and infla­ 
tion in a most curious way, as if 
we 
must 
suffer 
high 
unemployment to combat infla­ 
tion. Or that to have “ full” 
employment we must have in­ 
tolerable inflation. 


The reverse, however, may be 
true. Much of our inflation today 
is the result of under-production 
in the past. We could have had 
greater production, of course, if 
we had invested more capital 
and put more men to work in 
those areas of critical shortages 
— usually certain raw materials 
such as petroleum and metals, 
and in a variety of industrial 
materials. 


Again, this would not have led 
to boom and bust, and need not 
in the future if employment is 
high enough. Also if the return 
in capital and labor is great 
enough to absorb expanding 
production and provide capital 
for the investment. Money is 
sorely needed for research and

machinery — the key both to 
increased returns and increas­ 
ing wages. 


The answer here is not more 
government jobs. At best, these 
are temporary, which leaves us 
with the problem. Increased

unemployment. 


Now men and women need 
jobs and there’s no gainsaying 
this. 


But 
unless we want 
the 
smothering social governments 
in so many countries, these jobs 
must be found in private in­ 
dustry. All presidential can­ 
didates — Mr. Ford, Ronald 
Reagan 
and Jimm y Carter 
agn'e on that thesis, though 
Carter waffles at times. 


The problem is that no one 
knows how to create more jobs 
in private industry. A score of 
government stim ulants have 
been attempted, some with 
temporary success but overall 
they’ve scarcely scratched the 


surface. So we are left with 
theories. 


My own guess is that business 
doesn’t need more tax breaks, 
or even a continuation of some 
breaks already given industry 
Some of these, perhaps all. tend 
to distort investment. Certainly 
business does not need the pro­ 
tective hand of the Defense 
Department, overly anxious to 
make certain none of its major 
suppliers goes broke, however 
inefficient and bumbling the 
firms may be. 


What 
business 
needs 
is 
freedom from 60 per cent of the 
red tape and contradictory 
regulations which make ef­ 
ficient operations impossible to 
operate in too many instances 


Businessmen complain they 
must deal with 20 , 30, 40 or 50 
bureaus and offices in crucial 
problems. In some cases, one 
agency will insist on certain 
practices 
and 
procedures. 
Another will insist on other 
contradictory methods. Com­ 
panies find it impossible, of 
course, to satisfy both. 


A friend, president of a small 
business firm, complains that 
fiUing out forms, attending 
meetings and conferences held 
by regulatory agencies and 
securing 
interpretations 
of 
complex rulings takes so many 
of his days, and those of his 
senior officers, it is impossible 
to devote the necessary time to 
run the business at a profit. 


Even so, the regulations are 
so all encompassing and vague 
that it is. more often than not, 
impossible for a businessman to 
determine whether or not he is 
in violation of some law. It is 
likely that if he calls the 
government for assistance, and 
the answering official discovers 
a violation, the businessman 
will be fined without a chance to 
voluntarily 
come 
into 
compliance.

"Not much blood will be shed in 
the

As Kevin Phillips sees it, the 
GOP at local and state levels is 
reaching "critical non-mass” — 
the point at which the party will 
hold so few offices and com­ 
mand so little popular support 
that it will simply disappear.

All this may be prem ature 
The present condition of the 
Republican Party is directly 
traceable to W atergate, and a 
good argument can be made 
that once the effects of Water­ 
gate have been overcome the 
party will resume its interrupt­ 
ed evolution. 


Had Watergate not occurred, 
Richard Nixon would now be 
completing eight years in office. 
No doubt John Connally would 
be Secretary of State and a 
figure of world stature. More 
important, Connally’s own shift 
to the GOP would have been the 
first of many, as in the wake of 
the 1972 landslide a genuine 
party re-alignment toop place, 
with mutinous Democrats and 
independents following Con­ 
nally into the party.

Q: After packed jars are 


placed in the boiling-water bath, 
when do I start to count 
processing time? 


A: Many people mistakenly 


start counting processing time 
when the water first begins to 
boil.

Canning jars are 
made of specially-tempered 
glass to withstand the high 
processing temperatures neces­ 
sary to destroy bacteria. Com­ 
mercial glass jars are not made 
of this tempered glass and thus 
may crack or burst during 
processing. 


Q: Can I reuse canning lids? 
A: When using the two-piece 
metal closure, only the screw-on 
band is reusable The metal in­ 
sert, a flat round disk with 
sealing compound around the 
outer edge, may not be reused. 


Q: What types of cooking 


equipment 
are 
best 
for 
pickling? 


A: Use unchipped enamel- 
ware, aluminum or stainless 
steel sauce pots to process foods. 
Metal and rubber spatulas, me­ 
tal jar lifters, funnels and metal 
or plastic (heavy duty) ladles 
are good choices for pickling 
utensils. 


Q: After packed jars are 
placed in the boiling-water bath, 
when do 
I 
start 
to 
count 
processing time? 


A: Many people mistakenly 
start counting processing time 
when the water first begins to 
l)oi 1. You should, however, start 
to count time when the second 
boil begins. This will be hardy, 
“ rolling boil” not to be confused 
with the first few bubbles. Be 
sure to keep water boiling 
steadily; add more boiling water 
if kettle starts to boil down (an 
indication 
that 
water 
is 
evaporating).

Organization Taps 
Women's Potential

NEW YORK (AP) - Women 


arc an essentially untapped 
source of highly qualified cor- 
porate directors and executives, 
says the president of a nonprofit 
national organization whose 
goal is getting more women into 
these 
traditionally 
male 


business roles. 


Male employers have "deeply 


ingrained conditioning" that 
prevents many of them from 
seeing women outside their 
traditional role in the home or, 
at best, the secretarial pool, 
believes Felice N. Schwartz, 
president of Catalyst. 


"The qualities they've been 


looking for in men they find 
unacceptable in women," she 


said in an interview, adding that 
most men feel it is "unladylike" 
to be aggressive. 


Catalyst, founded in 1962 by 


Schwartz and 
five 
college 


presidents, is devoted to inspir- 
ing women lo prepare for tradi- 
tionally male jobs and to re- 
educating male employers. 


'.'Unless the employer views 


.the woman as a profitable 
resource, he's not'going to move 
very fast," said Schwartz. 


One of Catalyst's newest 


programs is "The Interview of 
Harriet Coombs," aimed at 
teaching men how to interview 
women for jobs. "The Inter- 
view" consists'of an audio-cas- 
sette and six printed manuals 
that combine to make a two- 


Sewing Hints 


By DOROTHY KING 


To make a reversible vest, 


choose any pattern whether 
reversible or not. 


If the pattern does not have 


the traditional 
bound but- 


tonhole, fake pocket or welt 
pocket, you can easily add this, 
simply by drawing a slant line 
on the tissue patterh where you 
would like the pocket to be. 
Make cross lines at each end of 
thepocket line to insure ac- 
curate stitching. 


With a good pair of heavy 


shears or the new ever sharp 
knit cutting shears that are out 
these days, I find that it is so 
easy to cut both materials at the 
same time. 


Remember since this is going 


to be a reversible vest, it is im- 
portant to use about the same 
weight of fabric on both sides. A 
light fabric won't do. 


A medium weight fabric like 


'the double knits are just fine. 
Use a combination of a solid on 
one side and a matching print 
on the other. By doing this, you 
can use the vest interchangea- 
bly with other garments in your 
wardrobe. 


Now, lay the two pieces of 


fabric together assuming that 
they 
have 
already 
been 


preshrunk and ready to cut. 
Line up the edges and pin them 
together. Pinning the pattern 
down might be a little difficult 
because of the thickness of four 
layers of fabric. But you won't 
need many pins (another time 
saver) if you move your left 
hand along the pattern to help 
hold it in place. 


When you have finished cut- 


ting, the marking wilt be just as 
fast because if the fabric is firm 
enough,-all four layers can be 
marked at one time. 


We will use four sheets of 


marking paper. It the fabric is 
folded right sides out then 
simply place two sheets of paper 
together right sides out between 
the first fold of fabric and two 
more the same way between the 
bottom fold. 


Make sure you are marking 


on a hard surface. Press hard to 
make the impression go through 
to the last layer of fabric. Or if 
you like, you may use the pin 
and chalk method. It works very 
well on four layers of fabric. 


Mark all darts and the pocket 


line including the two cross 
lines at each end of the pocket 
lines.

ganization also provides a list of 
immediately 
available 


management-level and profes- 
sional, women, which is cir- 
culated monthly to interested 
employers. So far, The National 
Rosier is a small self-selected 
group bul Schwarlz hopes il will 
eventually contain Ihousands of 
names. 


Calalysl is also preparing an 


inventory of women suitable for 
positions on corporate boards of 
directors. II will include even,1 


female vice prcsidenl in the 
country, women in high-level 
government jobs and women 
who chair such departments as 
economics and business ad- 
ministralion in colleges all over 
America. 


But Catalysl does nol ignore 


its roots in acadamia. There are 
13 booklets, sponsored by 13 
differenl corporalions, availa- 
ble to the 4.2 million women in 
2,000 American colleges. 


The first in the scries is a 


workbook designed to broaden a 
college woman's horizons. The 
others are intended to make 
them consider jobs in specific 
managemenl, lechnical and 
professional fields. 


The organization has also 


received a two-year grant from 
the Fund for the Improvement 
of Post Secondary Education to 
train teams of people from five 
colleges lo deal more effectively 
with young ^women's problems 
and career choices. 


For the woman -returning to 


work after several years oul of 
Hie job.market, Calalysl has a 
referral service lo 157 local

centers.

iridepcndcnl centers offer help • 
ranging from placement to 
counseling. 


A litllc more lhan a third of 


Catalyst's funding comes front 
private foundations; Schwartz 
hopes to make their share 
smaller and thus far is suc- 
ceeding. Another third comes 
from a variety of corporations, 
wilh 79 companies now con-. 
tributing, as' compared wilh 
four in 1972.'The rest of the 
money comes from the sale of 
Catalyst's publications. 


Although Schwartz has exten- 


sive plans for the future — 
including preparing a manual of 
lips on how to act during an in- 
terview and a program reaching 
out lo women in high school — 
.she hopes Catalyst will even- 
tually become obsolete.

Ancient Tea Ceremony 


Is Still Japanese Art 


Good 


Manners 


By KATHRYN TOLBKKT 
TOKYO (AP) — Learning to 


serve or drink a cup of tea takes 
months of instruction and t-nv 
bodies a history of Japanese 
etiquette, says the Emily Post of 
Japan, a woman whose ances- 
tors founded the tea ceremony. 


Mrs. Yaeko Shiozukl, 58. has 


3,000 tea ceremony students in 
Tokyo and 
has used 
her 


knowledge of this art and its 
philosophy to write seven books 
on manners and etiquette. 


The ceremony, dating back u> 


the 15th century, enjoys a steady 
popularity among Japanese 
men and women of ail ages, she 
said. Founded in Zen Buddhism 
and long practiced for its spiri- 
tual value, it is also a source of 
good 
manners 
in 
private 


Japanese life. 


The ritual includes the proper 


way to walk, turn around, sit,' 
handle drinking and eating 
utensils, bow, and many other 
forms of behaviour prescribed 
by the strict code of etiquette for 
polite society in the Orient. 


"It is true that young people 


in Japan today lack knowledge 
in etiquette, but that is because 
there is so little opportunity to 
learn or use it in the home," 
said Mrs. Shiozuki as she 
relaxed in a rattan chair in the 
spacious, carpeted lobby to her 
tea ceremony school. "Today's 
parents grew up in the World 
War II years when there were 
few chances to learn this 
etiquette." 


Mrs. 
Shiozuki, 
however, 


comes 
from 
an illustrious 


family whose ties to tradition 
have transcended wars and the 
coming of Western ways. 


Her father, Soshitsti Sen, is 


the 14t!i generation of the family 
that founded the Ura Senke Tea 
ceremony, the most prominent 
of various styles, with an es- 
timated five million followers. . 


Her brother, also taking the 


name Soshitsu Sen, now holds 
the venerable position that 
includes among its privileges 
performing the tea ceremony 
for visiting state guests. 


Mrs. Shiozuki's name became 


a household word with the 
publication in 1970 of her best- 
seller 
"A 
Guide . to 


Ceremonies," which gives step- 
by-stcp instructions for wed- 
dings, funerals and other for- 
mal occasions. 


Her other books tell how to 


give presents, write letters, 
wear kimonos, meet people, as- 
sociate with relatives 
and 


behave in different areas of 
society. She also tells how to live 
in 
crowded 
apartment 


complexes without becoming 
angry or frustrated. 


Japanese manners have had 


to undergo substantial changes 
with the move from living in 
traditional straw-matted, or ta- 
tami, rooms to the beds, high 
tables and chairs of Western-

style homes, Mrs. Shiozuki said. 


But she insists that the basics 


of modern etiquette must still 
be founded in the tea ceremony. 
"It teaches us how the hostess 
and guest can make each other 
feel as welcome as possible. It is 
more than just actions, but 
something deep down," she 
explained. 


Although the tea ceremony 


originally was an art practiced 
only by upper- class men, today 


• tea schools have become girls' 
finishing 
schools. 
Mrs. 


Shiozuki's grandfather began to 
admit women to tea classes 
during the Meiji era (1862-1912). 
Now women are 80 per cent of 
its followers. 


In the years of Japan's rapid 


Westernization the number of 
male students dropped greatly, 
but now it has begun to 
increase. 


"I think there is a feeling of 


wanting.to go back to the home 
town and do something the 
same way their ancestors did." 


said Hiroo Masuda, a tea master 
in one of Mrs. Shiozuki's three 
schools. "After World .War II 
Japan 
became 
^ too^ 


Americanized and threw away 
many of the old traditions." 


There are about a thousand 


places to learn the tea ceremony 
in Tokyo alone, with enroll- 
ments averaging about 20 to X 
people.

Organization Taps 
Women’s Potential

NEW YORK (AP) - Women 
art* an essentially untapped 
source of highly qualified cor­ 
porate directors and executives,

In many 
cases, Schwartz has found, 
couples give preference to the 
wife’s job offers because her 
choices are a good deal more 
limited than the husband’s. 


The New York based or­ 
ganization also provides a list of 
immediately 
available 


management-level and profes­ 
sional women, which is cir­ 
culated monthly to interested 
employers. So far, The National 
Roster is a small self-selected 
group but Schwartz hopes it will 
eventually contain thousands of 
names. 


Catalyst is also preparing an 
inventory of women suitable for 
positions on corporate boards of 
directors. It will include every 
female vice president in the 
country, women in high-level 
government jobs and women 
who chair such departments as 
economics and business ad­ 
ministration in colleges all over 
America. 


But Catalyst does not ignore 
its roots m acadamia. There are 
13 booklets, sponsored by 13 
different corporations, availa­ 
ble to the 4.2 million women in 
2.INN) American colleges. 


The first in the series is a 
workbook designed to broaden a 
college woman’s horizons. The 
others are intended to make 
them consider jobs in specific 
management, 
technical 
and 
professional fields. 


The organization has also 
received a two-year grant from 
the Fund for the Improvement 
of Post Secondary Education to 
tram teams of people from five 
colleges to deal more effectively 
with young women’s problems 
and career choices. 


For the woman returning to 
work after several years out of 
the job market, Catalyst has a 
referral service to 157 local 
resource 
centers. 
These 
independent centers offer help 
ranging from placement to 
counseling. 


A little more than a third of 
Catalyst’s funding comes from 
private foundations; Schwartz 
hopes to make their share 
smaller and thus far is suc­ 
ceeding. Another third comes 
from a variety of corporations, 
with 79 companies now con­ 
tributing, as compared with 
four in 1972. The rest of the 
money comes from the sale of 
Catalyst’s publications. 


Although Schwartz has exten­ 
sive plans for the future — 
including preparing a manual of 
tips on how to act during an in­ 
terview and a program reaching 
out to women in high school — 
she hopes Catalyst will even­ 
tually become obsolete. 


’’Any self-respecting social 
reformer’s dream is to put 
oneself out of business,” she 
said.

TOKYO (AP) — Learning to 
serve or drink a cup of tea takes 
months of instruction and em­ 
bodies a history of Japanese 
etiquette, says the Emily Post of 
Japan, a woman whose ances­ 
tors founded the tea ceremony. 


Mrs. Yaeko Shiozuki, 58, has 
3,000 tea ceremony students in 
Tokyo 
and 
has 
used 
her 
knowledge of this art and its 
philosophy to write seven books 
on manners and etiquette. 


The ceremony, dating back to 
the 15th century, enjoys a steady 
popularity 
among 
Japanese 
men and women of all ages, she 
said. Founded in Zen Buddhism 
and long practiced for its spiri­ 
tual value, it is also a source of 
good 
manners 
in 
private 
Japanese life. 


The ritual includes the proper 
way to walk, turn around, sit. 
handle drinking and eating 
utensils, bow, and many other 
forms of behaviour prescribed 
by the strict code of etiquette for 
polite society in the Orient. 


“ It is true that young people 
in Japan today lack knowledge 
in etiquette, but that is because 
there is so little opportunity to 
learn or use it in the home.” 
said 
Mrs 
Shiozuki as she 
relaxed in a rattan chair in the 
spacious, carpeted lobby to her 
tea ceremony school. “Today’s 
parents grew up in the World 
War II years when there were 
few chances to 
learn 
this 
etiquette.” 


Mrs. 
Shiozuki, 
however, 
comes 
from 
an 
illustrious 
family whose ties to tradition 
have transcended wars and the 
coming of Western ways. 


Her father, Soshitsu Sen, is 
the 14th generation of the family 
that founded the Ura Senke Tea 
ceremony, the most prominent 
of various styles, with an es­ 
timated five million followers. 


Her brother, also taking the 
name Soshitsu Sen. now holds 
the venerable position 
that 
includes among its privileges 
performing the tea ceremony 
for visiting state guests. 


Mrs. Shiozuki's name became 
a household word with the 
publication in 197(1 of her best­ 
seller 
“ A 
Guide 
to 
Ceremonies,” which gives step- 
by-step instructions for wed­ 
dings, funerals and other for­ 
mal occasions. 


Her other books tell how to 
give presents, write letters, 
wear kimonos, meet people, as­ 
sociate 
with 
relatives 
and 
behave in different areas of 
society. She also tells how to live 
in 
crowded 
apartment 
complexes without becoming 
angry or frustrated 
Japanese manners have had 
to undergo substantial changes

Michigan Gas Firm Eyes 
New Fuel-Saving Devices 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) -Two 


gas-saving devices that could 
mean lower gas bills nationwide 
will be tested in 200 Michigan 
homes this winter by Michigan 
Consolidated Gas Co. 


The devices, inserted in gas 


furnaces, reduce the amount of 
gas burned and the heat ex- 
pelled through a home's chim- 
ney. 


Installing both would cost 


about $51, but they could save 
an estimated $81 annually for 
the 
average 
customer, 


researchers say. 


But the devices need thorough 


testing for safety before they 
can be used, and that cotJd take 
a year or two, "state Public Ser- 
vice Commission official James 
Woodruff said Wednesday. 


"They have real promise and 


real potential, but they've got to 
be very carefully tested before 
being used on a massive basis," 
Woodruff said. Research into 
the gas-saving techniques for 
home use was motivated by ris- 
ing gas prices and falling 
energy supplies, though similar 
devices are being used by in- 
dustry, he said. 


The devices must be carefully 


fitted to individual furnaces and 
installed 
by experts, said 


Woodruff. 


"I can just see all these do-it- 


yourselfers screwing around 


and asphyxiating the folks," he 
said. 
_„_ 


Specifically, one device being 


tested would reduce the flue 
opening between the furnace 
and the chimney to cut down the 
amount of leftover heat that es- 
capes through the chimney after 
the furnace turns off. 


But the byproducts of gas 


combustion — including deadly 
carbon monoxide — also escape 
through the flue. So the flue 
gate being tested must be fail- 
safe so it does not accidentally 
close the flue too much and 
force the carbon monoxide back 
into the home through the ven-' 
Illation system. Woodruff said. 


The other 
device 
would 


decrease the opening through 
wWch gas passes to the burning 
chamber, reducing the amount 
of fuel burned. 


Together, according to initial 


tests in Michigan homes last 
winter, 
the 
two 
devices 


produced heat savings of 26.7 
per cent, Michigan Consolidated 
said. 


Woodruff cautioned that such 


numbers vary widely depending 
on the weather and other fac- 
tors. 


He said the flue gate which 


keeps too much heat from es- 
caping is a "compromise" with 
an electrically operated but- 
terfly damper used in Europe 
which completely shuts the flue 


when the furnace is off. 


That could be fatal to a 


home's inhabitants if it ever 
closed the flue accidentally 
while combustion was occur- 
ring, forcing carbon monoxide 
into the home, he said. 


Along with more testing this 


winter, Michigan Consolidated 
has hired Battelle Laboratories 
of Columbus, Ohio, and the 
Energy Research Institute of 
Michigan, a Ypsilanti firm, to 
look more closely at the pos- 
sibility' of using the techniques- 


Utility officials said 
the 


devices could be adapted for use 
on propane furnaces as well, but 
were not sure about oilflred 
furnaces. 


In addition to testing, changes 


in construction codes and 
appliance standards would be 
needed to allow the devices once 
they are proven safe. A 28- 
member committee is working 
on a code covering heating that 
could provide for such devices, 
said Robert Cappelletti, chief of 
the State Construction Code 
Commission's 
mechanical 


division.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Americans put fewer extras in the new 
homes they bought last year, but analysts say the shift to a no-frill 
house was shortlived and probably is over. New Census Bureau 
figures show that homes built in 1975 generally were smaller, had 
fewer bedrooms, bathrooms and garages, and were less likely to 
have central air conditioning Economists say the recession that 
began to lift in mid-1975 spurred the trend. Not everything was 
barebones, however. Fifty-two per cent of new homes were built 
with fireplaces In 1975, up from 49 per cent in 1974. Despite the 
economies, the median new home price Jumped 9.5 per cent in 
1975 to $42,600 from $38,900. That was a smaller increase than m 
1973 and 1974, when the median price climbed 27.5 per cent, or 
W,400. But in those years homes were growing larger and more 
luxurious.

a conversation between Langs- 
ton and Del. Sgt. Joim Karsen of 
the slate police, which was 
allowed into evidence, and not 
the tape recording. 


In his final argument, Burch 


alleged that racism was in- 
volved in the case, noting that 
when Wilson was captured at 
the home of his sister, police 
asked 
a 
black 
family 
to 


evacuate the area, but not white 
families near the house. Hamlin 
denied the charge, and noted 
that most of the prosecution 
witnesses were black, not white. 


Burch also argued that when 


Langston went into the store, he 
stood next to a woman who was 
having difficulty getting a check 
cashed because the store was 
low on money. 


"Why would Lamar Langston 


set up a place (for robber}-) that 
had no money?" the defense at- 
torney questioned. 


He also claimed that since 


Langston went across the street 
to borrow a cigarette while Wil- 
son was in the store, it seemed 
unlikely that he planned on be- 
ing the getaway driver. 


The attorney also noted that 


Langston repeatedly denied to 


Karsen that he participated in 
the robbery, and that none of 
Langston's fingerprints were 
found on the car or gun. 


In rebuttal, Hamlin said that 


Langston had several oppor- 
tunities to tell police of the rob- 
bery afterward, but did not do 
so. He also repeated a large 
amount of the testimony of Alta 
Madry. who said she overheard 
Wilson and Langston talking 
after the robbery. 


Mrs. Madry, who is Wilson's 


sister, said among other things 
that she heard Langston tell 
Wilson to move a car "before 
they got busted," and that he 
planned to "lay low and gel oiil 
of town for a few days."

Berrien 'Shocked' 
By Road Fund Cuts

road commission, was "a little 
shocked" when he received a 7 
per cent cut in quarterly 
payments from the state high- 
way department for Berrien 
county roads. 


The $859,029 from the state for 
Berrien's share of gasoline 


taxes and license plate fees 
collected during April, May and 
June of this year was $65,075 
less than the county road com- 
mission received for the same 
period last year. 


But an auditor for the state 


highway department assures 
Webb and county road commis- 
sion managers across the state 
that the 7 per cent cut will be 
returned with interest when the 
state government begins its new 
fiscal year Oct. 1. 


Joe Unruh, superintendent of 


the fiscal unit of the state high- 
way department's local govern- 
ment division, explained county 
road commissions were tem- 
porarily short-changed because 
of a switch of the state's fiscal 
year. 


The state government is 


changing the fiscal year to run 
from Oct. 1 to Sept. 30. It for- 
merly was July I to June 30. 


The slate highway depart- 


ment makes the payments to the 
county road commission each 
quarter and at the end of each 
fiscal year (formerly June 30), 
pays the interest earned on the 
money collected during each 
quarter. 


Unruh said the county road 


commissions were expecting to 
receive the annual interest 
payment, amounting 'to $8.3 
million statewide, with their 
regular quarterly payment for 
April, May and June. 


But, 
because 
the 
state 


government is changing the 
dates of its fiscal year, Unruh 
says the county road commis- 
sions, will have to wait until 
Sept. 30 to receive their annual 
interest payment. 


The transition to the new fis- 


cal year adds another three 
months to the present fiscal 
year, and Unruh said the state 
highway department will make 
another quarterly payment plus 
an annual interest payment for 
15 months at the end of the 
"fifth quarter" Sept. 30. This 
means road commissions will 
get an extra three months 
interest. 


"The 
drop in payments 


caused a furor across the 
state," Unruh said. "I received 
all kinds of calls from county 
road commission 
managers 


asking me what happened to 
their money." 


Webb said the Berrien county 


road commission will be able to 
"hold over" on its present bud- 
get with the assurance that the 
$65,075 in interest will be paid to 
the county road commission 
Sept. 30. 


With the interest question 


aside, payments to county road 
commissions for April, May and 
June of this year remained 
about the same as the three- 
month period in 1975. Total 
collections during the quarter 
this year were $116.6 million, 
while $124.2 million was collect- 
ed during the same period last 
year, according to Unruh. 


Unruh said gasoline taxes 


collected statewide during the 
quarter were up $5.4 million 
from the same quarter last 
year, but stale license plate fees 
were down $3.7 million from 
1975. 


State officials had expected an 


increase in both categories 


because both auto mileage and 
car sales appear to be on the 
increase. 


Harry Miller, manager of the 


Secretary of State's branch of- 
fice in St. Joseph, speculated 
that license plate fees were 
down during April, May and 
June of this year for two reasons 
— residents bought license. 
plates earlier this year and the 
public is buying smaller cars. 


He explained there was an. 


"early rush" this year to buy

The $859,029 from the state for 
Berrien’s share of gasoline 
taxes and license plate fees 
collected during April. May and 
June of this year was $65,075 
less than the county road com­ 
mission received for the same 
penod last year. 


But an auditor for the state 
highway department assures 
Webb and county road commis­ 
sion managers across the state 
that the 7 per cent cut will be 
returned with interest when the 
state government begins its new 
fiscal year Oct. 1 
Joe Unruh. superintendent of 
the fiscal unit of the state high­ 
way department's local govern­ 
ment division, explained county 
road commissions were tem­ 
porarily short-changed because 
of a switch of the state’s fiscal 
year. 


The 
state 
government 
is 
changing the fiscal year to run 
from Oct. 1 to Sept. 30. It for­ 
merly was July 1 to June 30 
The state highway depart­ 
ment makes the payments to the 
county road commission each 
quarter and at the end of each 
fiscal year (formerly June 30), 
pays the interest earned on the 
money collected during each 
quarter 


Unruh said the county road 
commissions were expecting to 
receive the annual 
interest 
payment, amounting to $H.3 
million statewide, with their 
regular quarterly payment for 
April, May and June 


because both auto mileage and 
car sales appear to be on the 
increase. 


Harry Miller, manager of the 
Secretary of State’s branch of­ 
fice in St. Joseph, speculated 
that license plate fees were 
down during April, May and 
June of this year for two reasons 
— residents bought license 
plates earlier this year and the 
public is buy ing smaller cars. 


He explained there was an 
“early rush” this year to buy 
“ Bicentennial” license plates 
and that caused an increase in 
license plate fees for January . 
February and March, but a 
decrease for April, May and 
June 


Miller also said the trend 
toward buying sm aller cars 
played a part in causing a 
decrease in license plate fees. 
Since the sm aller cars weigh 
less, license plate buyers paid 
less in fees for their plates, he 
said.

MONTREAL (AP) — Soviet diver Sergei Ncmtsanov was ex- 


pected to return to Moscow today, exactly three weeks after he 
leapt into international prominence with his decision to defect to 
Canada during the Olympics. 


An official at the Soviet consulate said Wednesday that Nemt- 


sanov would be leaving soon on a Soviet airplane. The next 
scheduled Aeroflot flight to Moscow from Montreal leaves 
Mirabel Airport at 8:30 p.m. today. 


Since handing himself over to Soviet authorities at a downtown 


hotel coffee shop Tuesday, the young diver has.been.reported by 
Soviet officials to be staying inside one of two massive fenccd-in 
consulate buildings here. 


The reason for the 17-year-old athlete's apparent change of 


mind and decision to return home was concern for the condition 
of the grandmother who brought him up, say Nemtsanov's 
laywers Alex Pater and David Matheson. 


In Toronto Tuesday, John Fleming, the Canadian businessman 


who sheltered Ncmtsanov for 12 days at his Muskoka, Ont., said 
the diver is going home because he loves his 10-year-old grand- 
mother. "She was ill and that's the reason Sergei is going home." 


However, announcements of the athlete's concern for his 


grandmother appeared to conflict with comments from those who 
were in contact with him soon after his defection. 
' 


When word was released that his grandmother had petitioned 


Prime Minister Trudeau for his return, reporters were told that 
the diver did not feel particularly attached to the woman and it 
was stressed how much time he had spent away from her. 


At no time during his stay in Canada has Nemtsanov made a 


public statement on his own behalf. 


Nemtsanov has consistently stayed one step ahead of the press, 


even though he spent time with two different families in different 
locations. 


After leaving the Olympic Village he stayed with the Montreal 


diving couple, Skip and Mary Phoenix, and then moved to the 
Muskoka cottage of the Fleming family who are related to 
Canadian Olympic diving team member Scott Cranham. 


Nemtsanov is reported to have confided to Cranham at the 


Olympic Village that he wished to defect to Canada.

Russian Diver 
Expected To 
Leave Today 


MONTREAL (AP) — Soviet diver Sergei Nemtsanov was ex- 
pected to return to Moscow today, exactly three weeks after he 
leapt into international prominence with his decision to defect to 
Canada during the Olympics. 


An official at the Soviet consulate said Wednesday that Nemt­ 
sanov would be leaving soon on a Soviet airplane. The next 
scheduled Aeroflot flight to Moscow from Montreal leaves 
Mirabel Airport at 8:30 p.m. today. 


Since handing himself over to Soviet authorities at a downtown 
hotel coffee shop Tuesday, the young diver has been reported by 
Soviet officials to Ik1 staying inside one of two massive fenced-in 
consulate buildings here. 


The* reason for the 17-year-old athlete’s apparent change of 
nund and decision to return home was concern for the condition 
of the grandmother who brought him up, say Nemtsanov’s 
laywers Alex Pater and David Matheson. 


In Toronto Tuesday, John Fleming, the Canadian businessman 
who sheltered Nemtsanov for 12 days at his Muskoka, Ont., said 
the diver is going home because he loves his 70-year-old grand­ 
mother “ She was ill and that’s the reason Sergei is going home.” 


However, announcements of the athlete’s concern for his 
grandmother appeared to conflict with comments from those who 
were in contact with him soon after his defection. 


When word was released that his grandmother had petitioned 
Prime Minister Trudeau for his return, reporters were told that 
the diver did not feel particularly attached to the woman and it 
was stressed how much time he had spent away from her 


At no time during his stay in Canada has Nemtsanov made a 
public statement on his own behalf. 


Nemtsanov has consistently stayed one step ahead of the press, 
even though he spent time with two different families in different 
locations. 


After leaving the Olympic Village he stayed with the Montreal 
diving couple, Skip and Mary Phoenix, and then moved to the 
Muskoka cottage of the Fleming family who are related to 
Canadian Olympic diving team member Scott Cranham. 


Nemtsanov is reported to have confided to Cranham at the 
Olympic Village that he wished to defect to Canada.

Thirty-eight thousand people 


died. But at least one man lived 
and escaped: records show he 
was in a poorly ventilated un- 
derground prison cell and sur- 
vived despite outside tempera- 
tures that reached 1,200 degrees 
Fahrenheit within seconds.

Perry believes the country will 
W broke if the government 
keeps spcndinK the way il lias 
been, and he1 suggests as a 
solution that every registered 
vuler be given, tax-free, 1500 to 
$750 a year. 


That recommendation might 


seem to In1 contradictory, but 
IVrry insists il isn't, and Perry 
is a serious, intelligent, conser- 
vative gentleman, an Innovative 
engineer, a wealthy manufac- 
turer and former owner of a 
large newspaper chain. 


He 
has 
convinced many 


doubters that his plan will work, 
and among them are esteemed 
economists, government of- 
ficials and businessmen. His 
plan 
was 
considered 
for 


inclusion in the Republican 
Party platform. 


Perry, who lives in Palm 


Beach. Fla., is the founder of 
the National Dividend Founda- 
tion, Inc., a non-profit or- 
ganization 
that 
seeks 
to 


preserve free enterprise by giv- 
ing away some of the billions 
produced by corporations. 


Instead of putting into the 


Treasury the $50 billion in taxes 
collected from corporations an- 
nually in recent wars, his i\'a- 
tional Dividend Plan would dis- 
tribute it to every person regis- 
tered to vole. 


In so doing, says Perry, whose 


foundation operates out of Palm 
Beach Gardens, Fla., we would 
raise 
(he 
income 
of 
the 


minimum wage-earner by 25 
per cent or more, and lift at 
least 
one-half 
the 
poverty 


families out of that category. 


Social Security and other 


benefits would be maintained. 
The dividend would provide a 
voting couple with $1,000 to 
SI ,500 a year, o*'er and above 
their income or benefits. 


In the process, he continues, 


we would be able to cut govern- 
ment spending and inflationary 
pressure, encourage voting, 
help reduce the capital shortage 
that threatens economic expan- 
sion, raise consumer buying 
power generally, spur produc- 
tion and even raise corporate 
profits 
and 
the 
National 


Dividend itself. 


"With the dividend," he 


explained, "people would have a 
vested interest in the system 
rather than in getting 
more 


from the government." And, he 
said, "it would get the people off 
the government's back and the 
government off the people's 
back."

NEW YORK (A P) - John 
Perry believes the country will 
go broke if the government 
keeps spending the way it has 
Ix^'n, and he suggests as a 
solution that every registered 
voter be given, tax-free, $500 to 
$750 a year. 


That recommendation might 
seem to lx> contradictory, but 
Perry insists it isn't, and Perry 
is a serious, intelligent, conser­ 
vative gentleman, an innovative 
engineer, a wealthy manufac­ 
turer and former owner of a 
large newspaper chain. 


He 
has 
convinced 
many 
doubters that his plan will work, 
and among them are esteemed 
economists, 
government 
of­ 
ficials and businessmen. His 
plan 
was 
considered 
for 
inclusion in the Republican 
Party platform 
Perry, who lives in Palm 
Beach. Fla., is the founder of 
the National Div idend Founda­ 
tion. 
Inc., a non-profit or­ 
ganization 
that 
seeks 
to 
preserve free enterprise by giv­ 
ing away some of the billions 
produced by corporations. 


Instead of putting into the 
Treasury the $50 billion in taxes 
collected from corporations an­ 
nually in recent years, his Na­ 
tional Dividend Plan would dis­ 
tribute it to every person regis­ 
tered to vote. 


In so do.ng, says Perry, whose 
foundation operates out of Palm 
Beach Gardens, Fla , we would 
raise 
the 
income 
of 
the* 
minimum wage-earner by 25 
per cent or more, and lift at 
least 
one-half 
the 
poverty 
families out of that category. 


Social Security and other 
benefits would be maintained. 
The dividend would provide a 
voting couple with $1,000 to 
$1,500 a year, over and above 
their incomc or benefits. 


In the process, he continues, 
we would be able to cut govern­ 
ment spending and inflationary 
pressure, encourage 
voting, 
help reduce the capital shortage 
that threatens economic expan­ 
sion, raise consumer buying 
power generally, spur produc­ 
tion and even raise corporate 
profits 
and 
the 
National 
Dividend itself 
“ With 
the 
dividend,” 
he 
explained, “ people would have a 
vested interest in the system 
rather than in getting 
more 
from the government.” And, he 
said, “ it would get the people off 
the government’s back and the 
government off the people’s 
back.” 


Perry, who believes in income 
redistribution, feels the only 
way we can solve the financial 
needs of the underprivileged is 
through earnings. All other job 
or welfare plans he has seen, he 
said, simply add to government 
expenses. 


“ You can’t buy success, you 
have to earn it,” he said The 
money earned by corporations, 
instead of going to the govern­ 
ment, 
would

returned 
directly to the p^ple as a 
dividend for their contributions 
to those profits.

“ There is no question that 
there is discrimination.” says 
George Allen, an American 
lawyer 
employed 
by 
Micronesian Legal Services. “ It 
is just like South Africa’s 
apartheid.” 


But American officials say 
Kwajalein is no different from 


allowed on the island only in the 
last few years. 


Although tne Safeguard sys­ 
tem was scrapped, Kwajalein is 
now preparing to test radar and 
computers for another missile 
defense system. 


“ As long as there is ballstic 
missile defense testing and in­ 
tercontinental ballistic missile 
testing, there will be a need for 
Kwajalein Missile Range,” says 
Col. Robert L. Russell, the base 
commander. “ It boils down to 
what it costs to stay versus what 
it costs to leave.” 


Russell estimates the U.S. in­ 
vestment here at $1 billion 
For the Marshallese, though. 
“ Over the long term, Kwajalein 
is a real liability,” says Sen 
Amata Kabua of the Congress of 
Micronesia. “ All of the evils of 
the ghetto are on Ebye.” 


Rep. Ataji Balos. a member of 
the congress who was born on 
Kwajalein, concludes: “ We’re 
stuck with it." 


The islanders have become 
dependent 
on 
the 
base. 
Kwajalein is worth $3.3 million 
a year in salaries to Marshallese 
employes, $2 million a year in 


taxes to local government and 
$704,000 in reparations to those 
who 
were 
relocated 
from 
Kwajalein. 


Here, this is big money. The 
rest of the Marshall Islands 
earned barely $1.1 million in 
1975 from exports and tourism. 


Some Marshallese are asking 
for a better deal — for example, 
access to Kwajalein’s schools, 
stores and hospitals. 


Col. Russell responds that 
Marshallese may not shop on 
Kwajalein for the same reason 
that Hawaii residents may not 
use the PX at Pearl Harbor. 
And he notes that seriously ill 
Marshallese are treated on 
Kwajalein, 
qualified

$90,000 a year to projects in the 
Pacific. 


Though a slum by American 
standards, Ebye continues to be 
a magnet for the Marshallese. 
The lure of jobs and Western 
ways 
has 
pushed 
Ebye’s 
population from 2,000 to 7.000 in 
15 years. 


The 505 Marhallese who com­ 
mute 
by 
boat 
to jobs 
on 
Kwajalein earn an estimated 
average wage of $3.15 an hour — 
four times the pay considered 
good elsewhere in the Marshall 
Islands. 
The 
Marshallese 
generally have menial jobs, 


though several hold skilled 
positions. 


But few of the islanders are 
getting ahead because virtually 


every wage-eamer is inundated 
by free-loading relatives. 


“ You can’t just send people 
away,” explained one Ebye 


resident. “ It is very bad in our 
custom.” 


The Army spent $7 million 
between l!Wi6 and 1968 to build 


housing on Ebye for 3,500. 
Today as many as 20 people are 
crammed into single $10-a- 
month units in now-dilapidated

Conflict Involves 
Osteopathic Jobs 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) 
— Michigan State University 
officials say the chairman of its 
Department 
of 
Osteopathic 
Medicine is not in a conflict of 
interest by working part time 
for a state board that licenses 
the school. 


But the State Board of Ethics 
is expected to issue a formal 
opinion next week on the case of 
Dorothy Carnegie, a full-time 
MSU employe who also works 
half time for the State Licensing 
Board of Osteopaths 
MSU officials said Wednesday 
that though they found Mrs 
Carnegie to be in no conflict of 
interest, she is breaking school 
rules that bar full-time faculty 
members from working more 
than 16 hours a month for pay 
outside the university. 


The licensing board job. a 
state civil service position, is 
listed as 20 hours a week. 


The 
board 
licenses 
and 
regulates 
osteopaths 
and 
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schools of osteopathic medicine. 
As secretary of the board, Mrs. 
Carnegie may be in a position to 
license and regulate her own 
students and her employer. 


The ethics board is also ex­ 
pected to decide next Wednes­ 
day if Mrs. Carnegie can simul­ 
taneously work full-time at MSU 
and half-time with the state. 


Mrs. Carnegie, who was a 
b<»ard members for several 
years, resigned to become its 
executive secretary March 1 


She has been acting chairman 
of the MSU department for 
about two years, said Myron 
Magen, Dean of the College of 
Osteopathic Medicine. 


Magen said she would be told 
to either cut back her work 
hours with the l>oard or resign 
her MSU position. 


The State Civil Service Board 
already has ruled that Mrs 
Carnegie is not involved in a 
conflict of interest because of 
her jobs.
